It is said that they have abandoned 
the impeachment proposition and had 
no ml on of such an act, simply be- 
cause there were too many sensible 
men in congress to be gu/lty of such 
a tooljsh an 1 treasonable act. We 
predict that in less than one year the 
Jacobins will be repudiated by the 
republican party, and that constitu- 
tional conservatism will rule its ac- 
tion. Very many of l he leaders of 
that great nof dVtn party are disgust- 
ed with such fellows as Thud. Htevens, 
and will in time return him to the 
bosom of his family and the private 
walks of life, but it is necessary that 
such men should wear themselves out 
with the people. Since the President 
has determined not to abandon his no- 
tions on reconstruction, the people 
may rest easy, at least as long as he is 
the Executive and stands linn by his 
principles. 

The Radicals in caucus at Wash- 
ington, propose to abolish the State 
governments at Ihe South, as orga- 
nized at present, on the ground that 
they are unconstitutional, arid will 
appoint a commissioner for each State 
who shall have power to appoint the 
c vil and military officers necessary 
lor the promotion of peace and good 
order. 

T hese commissioners will be autho- 
rized to call conventions for the pur- 
pose of forming constitutions, &c.; 
but the caucus have got into a so lia- 
ble as to who should do the voting — 
and there is the rub — the niggers or 
who. If the whites vote their con- 
stitutions will not be changed — if the 
niggers, they will have no assurance 
of a constitution of any kind. 

OCT^lhe Thirty-ninth Congress met 
in Washington last Monday, and the 
President's message was read and or. 
dered to be printed. The message is 
an able document in defense of the 
policy of restoration heretofore ad- 
vocated by the President. The tone 
of the message is somewhat appologet- 
ic than otherwise, and the President 
seems to regret that the Constitution 
compels him to pursue the policy he 
started out with. He desires to con- 
cilliate his enemies, for the purpoee ot 
saving himself from an open collision 
with them, hoping doubtless, that their 
patriotism will lead them to the right. 
We believe he has abandoned all de- 
termined purposes to gain for the 
South a representation in the Houses* 
He is continuing only in a passive 
adherence to his former policy. 

The Foreign policy of the govern- 
ment is in a desperate condition, and 
war with France and England is in- 
evitable. M e believe the differences 
between them could be settled easily, 
but the people of the North are mad 
yet, and are anxious for another fight. 
The fighting portion desire war for the 
purpose of satisfying their thirst for 
blood and revenge— the policy por 
tion, believe, and we think correctly, 
too, that a Ion ign war would con- 
ciliate the North and 6outh. 

It is not known that the President 
favors a foreign war. The softened 
tone ot his message indicates, how- 
ever, a suspicion to that effect. 

On Saturday night last Mr. Davis, 
one of the proprietors of the Maysville 
Eagle, becamo involved in adjfieully 
with Newell, one of its employees, 
which resulted in Newell firing from;
